AND  APPEARS  TO  HAVE  MONEY  TO  SPEND.  IN  GENERAL  THEY  APPEAL  TO  THE 
NOVICE  INVESTOR  WITH  PROMISES  OF  HUGE  PROFITS,  OFTEN  ACCOMPANIED 
BY  FANCY  GRAPHS  AND  PRICE  PROJECTIONS.  TELEMARKETERS  HAVE  KEPT 
RELATIVELY  LOW  PROFILE  IN  THE  NUMISMATIC  COMMUNITY  BUT  DON'T  BE 
FOOLED.  THEY  HAVE  BOUGHT  TENS  OF  MILLIONS  OF  DOLLARS  WORTH  OF  COINS

PROMISED  TO  SALES  PEOPLE  WERE  SO  HIGH  THEY  COULD  EARN  HUNDREDS  OF 
THOUSANDS  OF  DOLLARS  A  YEAR.  TELEMARKETERS  WERE  SPENDING  MILLIONS 
OF  DOLLARS  A  YEAR  WITH  MANY  WELL  KNOWN  COIN  DEALERSHIPS.  THE  ABSENCE 
OF  THIS  MONEY  HAS  BEEN  BEEN  SORELY  FELT  IN  THE  MARKET  AS  A  WHOLE.

REMOVED  FROM  THE  MARKET-AND-  FROM  DEALERS  INVENTORIES.  AS  THE  HOLD  TIME 
INCREASED  TO  SIX  MONTHS  AND  MORE  MANY  DEALERS  FELT  THE  CRUNCH.  MOREOVER,

AT  PCGS.  IN  A  WAY,  THE  PRESENT  SITUATION  IS  A  RESULT  OF  THEIR  DOING 
JUST  WHAT  THEY  PROMISED  TO  DO  i.e.  -  ESTABLISH  A  MARKET  THAT  REPRESENTED
